company of State troops, under 
Adjutant Genera! Forester, arrived here 
this morning and left at 6 o'clock in ve- 


hicles for Manchester, the site of the 
Baker-Howard feud, where Judge Brown is 
attempting to hold court. 

Judge Brown is with the troops and has 
warned the Whites and Howards, who are 
holding the town, that if a demonstration 
is made against the troops serious trouble 
will follow. The Bakers, who are sur- 
rounding the town, broke into a warehouse 
and secured six barrels of whisky last 
night, and a messenger from the scene this 
morning says they are all drunk and will 
attempt to follow the troops into the place. 

The State troops are new volunteers and 
@re green, having only secured their uni- 
forms and guns a week ago. 

This feud has been raging for two months. 
In that time seven of the most prominent 
citizens of this county have met death by 
the hands of assassins, and to all appear- 
ances the vendetta has not fairly begun. 
The seat of the trouble is near Manchester, 
the county seat of Clay County, and the 
opposing factions are composed of the 
White-Howard and Baker factions. The 
White-Howard faction, which is made up 
of members of the families of that name 
residing in Clay and several adjoining coun- 
tiles, are over 250 strong, all armed and des- 
perate, waiting patiently, resting on their 
arms, for their enemies. 

The Baker faction, which is made up en- 
tirely of residents of Clay County, all mem- 
bers of which are in some way related, Is 
reported to be equally as strong in numbers 
‘asthe White-Howard aggregation, although 
they are not near so etrong in point of 
wealth or influence, yet they, too; are all 
armed and equipped, and are stationed in 
the rural parts of the county, awaiting a 
favorable moment to enter Manchester and 
engage in deadly combat with their ene- 
mies. The Baker faction is led by several! 
members of the Baker family, and some 
of their most trusted and intelligent sym- 
pathigzers throughout the county.

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direct leadership of John G. White, a na- 
tive of Clay County, but who left there 
over a year ago to engage in the wholesale 
grocery business at Winchester, Ky., whero 
he had been located until the outbreak of 
the feud, when he returned to his native 
hills to render assistance to his kinsmen. 

White is a cousin of ex-Congresman John 
D. White, is intellectually refined and is one 
of the wealthiest men in. this section of the 
State. 

The feud is the outgrowth of hostile feel- 
ings created between the two factions last 
February, caused by the purchase by Tor 
Baker 6f a note executed by Bal Howard. 
This, together with a long-standing dispute 
over some logging transactions between 
members of the opposite factions, brought 
matters to a climax, and several members 
of the two factions met near Manchester last 
February and opened fire upon one another. 
Over 100 shots were fired, and when the 
smoke cleared away five of the combatants 
ee found on the ground riddled with bul- 
ets 

The treuble was temporarily smoothed 
over, and wher the case came up at the 
next session of Circuit Court, Judge A. H. 
Clark presiding, the case was passed until 
the present term of court, and the indicted 
members of each faction placed under heavy 
bond for their appearance at the present 
Session. Since that time the Baker faction 
have waylaid and killed two of their ene- 
mies, the last one to die being ex-Sheriff 
Will White, who met his death last week. 

The trouble is now beginning to assume 
& very alarming state. All parties in the 
county who are not in sympathy with either 
faction are suspected by the leaders of 
each faction of aiding their enemy, and 
those who have not declared for one face 
tion or the other are openly threatened. 

The town of Manchester is entirely de- 
serted after dark every night, no one dar- 
ing to expose himself for fear of being 
shot from ambush. Many of the most 
prominent citizens have left the place for 
other parts, believing that the trouble wil] 
not terminate until one or the other fac- 
tion is exterminated.

Fireman Killed and One of 
the Robbers Wounded. 


ATTACK ON THE SANTA

DALLAS, Tex., June 10.—News reached 
the Santa Fe officers in Dallas this morning 
that four train robbers attempted to hold 
up an express train on the Lampas division 
last night. 

A fight ensued between the trainmen and 
bandits, in which one of the latter was shot 
and Fireman Johnson was killed. 

The bandits proceeded in usual way. They 
piled obstructions on the track, and with 
red lights compelled the train to halt. 

When the train had come to a stand- 
still one detachment of the robbers pro- 
ceeded to the engine and commanded the 
engineer and fireman to leave the cab. 

While this was going on the trainmen on 
the coaches and in the express car opened 
fire on the brigands, and one of them was 
shot, but it is not known how badly he was 
hurt. 

The robbers began firing, and one of the 
bullets struck the fireman, whose name 
cannot be learned, and the wound proved 
fatal. 

The story, as it has been received here, 
states that the robbers were beaten off 
and secured no booty from the express car. 

The Sheriff of the county and a posse of 
citizens are in pursuit of the gang. 

The hold-up took place just west of An- 
telope Gap in Mills County. Messengers Ray 
and White of Wells-Fargo Express fired 
the first shots in the battle. They opened? 
fire as soon as the demand was made that 
they open the car and kept it up until the 
robbers retreated. 

It has just been learned by a dispatch 
from Tampa that the fireman who was 
killed was named Johnson,

Since the arrival of the marine battalion on the Panther, Sampson has had at 
his disposal what he may regard as a sufficient force of men to capture Santiago, 
even before the troops agrive.

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PATRICIDE IS THE CHARGE. 


Topeka Youth Under Arrest and Seri- 
ous Evidence Against Him. 


TOPEKA, Kan., June 10.—John Henry 


Collins is under arrest, charged with the 
murder of his wealthy father, J. S. Collins, 
in this city on May 12. He has been under 
suspicion ever since the mysterious murder 
occurred, but Was practically exonerated 
by the Coroner's jury, 

After the police had abandoned all efforts 
at finding the murderer, the companies in 
which J. 8. Collins was insured hired Thos, 
Furlong and D. P. Harbaugh, St. Louis se- 
cret service men, to work on the case, and 
they have woven around young Collings a 
web of circumstantial evitience which it 
will be hard for him to explain. 

They have secured statements from two 
negroes, who are also under arrest, that 
young Collins hired them to help 
father, and at different times gave them $75 
in money, his gold watch valued at $60. a 
present from his father, and a valuable dia- 
mond ring. 

The negroes are Johnson Jordan of Tope- 
ka and Jesse Harper of Lawrence. They 
claim that young Collins finally became 
angry at their delay in committing the mur- 
der and said that if they did not do it soon 
he would do it himself. Then they disap- 
peared and four days later the murder oc- 
curred. 

The murder, it is alleged, was planned at 
Lawrence, where young Collins was a stu- 
dent at the State University.

Dell Harbaugh, who has been working up 
the Collins murder case, and at whose in- 
stance the arrest of the negroes Jordan 
and Harper was made last night at To- 
peka, and subsequent arrest of John Henry 
Collins, charged with killing his father, re- 
turned here to-day and secured at a pawn 
broker shop the diamond and revolver 
which young Collins is said to have given 
Harper. :

Dr. R. D. Geddings of the Marine Hospital 
Service, now stationed at Tampa, was or- 
dered to-day to proceed directly to Camp 
McHenry and take charge of Camp Fon- 
tainebleau, the yellow fevér camp put in 
operation during the fever last year, and 
which is now in readiness for the present 
cases, Surgeon Murray telegraphed that he 
had gone to McHenry and confirmed the 
diagnosis made by the State authorities, 

The town is now guarded, and Marine 
Hospital Surgeon Carter is already there 
with Surgeon Murray and the Federal and 
State authorities are co-operating.

A PARTISAN SCHEME. 


It is impossible for Democrats who know the origin, the 
object and the forces back of the Charter amendment scheme 
to approve of the action of the Democratic convention in in- 
dorsing the amendments. 

The public treasury has been exhausted by the spoils jobs 
of the Republican administration. The city’s funds have been 
wasted by jobbery and every dollar available above the or- 
dinary necessaries of the municipality has been taken for 
spoils. 

Public improvements are at a standstill. There is no money 
either to construct or to clean streets. 

By passing the Charter amendments all the burden of 
street improvement, sewer construction, street grading, clean- 
ing and sprinkling will be shifted from the general funds. 
The cost of such work will be met through special tax bills 
against real estate. 

Thus all the surplus of the general funds in the city treas- 
ury, not needed for actual necessaries, will be freed for spoils 
purposes.

But the advantage to the machine of the party in power 
secured through the relief of the treasury is greatly en- 
hanced by the provisions for improvements. There is no 
limit to the work that may be contracted for or the tax that 
may be levied on property, except the will of the municipal 
officials. 

Streets may be made and remade, sewers constructed and 
contracts made for cleaning and sprinkling streets regardless 
of the will of taxpayers or of the cost. The property must 
bear the cost and the property holders must submit. 

On this unlimited power of taxation and of contract making 
a vast spoils machine may be built up and supported at the 
cost of property holders. No legal check upon loot will exist.
